MADRID, April 6.—Three per- 
sons, including a relative of the 


former monarchist Premier, Miguel 
Primo de Rivera, were killed today 
in a fight between Fascists and 
Communists. The official report of 
the Department. of Public Safety 
listed 40 persons as -wounded in 
the fight. 

All of those killed were Fascists 
and another Fascist was so serious- 
ly wounded that he was not expect- 
ed to live. 

Among those killed was Andre 
Saenz de Heredia, a cousin of the 
head of the Fascist organization, 
Jose Antonio Primo de Rivera, son 
of the former* Premier. 

All Red Cross units in Madrid 
were ordered tonight to prepare for 
emergency service. 

A report spread through the capi- 
tal that a general strike of work- 
ers was planned for tomorrow and 
that it would be accompanied by 
acts of terrorism. 

A strong guard of police was 
thrown around the parliament build- 
ing and other guards were sta- 
tioned at the famous Puerto Del 
Sol, where demonstrations often 
center. 

The fight broke out when 5000 
mourners for the late Lieut. Anas-

Funeral Procession Fired On. 

A burst of gunfire from Commtu-

They whipped their 
horses up and down the avenues 
and side streets, clubbing extremists 
who stood by and shouted insults at 
Spain’s armed forces. 

Other guards, with pistols and ri- 
fles in hand, cleared the sidewalks 
and mounted the roofs along the 
line of march to dislodge snipers 
who were firing down Into the 
masses of the mourners on the ave- 
nue. 

Violent clashes occurred between 
Leftist and Rightist groups in Par- 
liament. <A fist fight came after 
a speech by a Communist Dep- 
uty in which he. intimated that 
Jose Maria Gil Robles, Rightist 
leader, was partly responsible for 
the killing of a Dr. Vasquez as an 
aftermath of the 1934 rebellion.

15 REPORTED KILLED IN RIOT 
DURING FUNERAL IN POLAND 


At Least 100 Injured, It Is Said, 
in Outbreak at Lwow; Many 
Recent Clashes. 

WARSAW, April 16.—Fifteen per- 
sons were reported killed and at 


funeral procession in Lwow today. 

The fight occurred between police 
and mourners for an unemployed 
man who was killed in a demonstra- 
tion last Tuesday. Previously, the 
police had designated the route 
which the funeral cortege was to 
follow to the cemetery but, with- 
out informing authorities, the dead 
man’s friends decided to bury the 
body of their comrade in another 
cemetery. Accordingly, the funeral 
procession suddenly changed its 
route. and the police interposed. 

The crowd refused to obey the 
police commands to change the di- 
rection of march, and when the po- 
Aice, outnumbered, produced weap- 
ons, a fight followed. The fighting 
mourners overturned street cars 
and all other vehicles in sight and 
used them as barricades. All store 
windows in the’ vicinity were 
smashed. 

Numerous cases of disorders have 
been reported in Poland in recent 
months. Most of these disorders 
centered around Jews. Several Jew- 
ish organizations protested that 
their members had been subjected 
to anti-Semitic activities.

The five members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of a local union, 
representing some of the Works 


Progress Administration workers 
employed to index the 1900 census, 
have been transferred from their 
“white-collar” jobs at the old Fed- 
eral Building and assigned to labor 
in.stone quarries. 

The transfer was for “the good 
,of the service,” according to Gerald 
Ryan, of the Bureau of the Census, 
who has charge of the 2850 WPA 
workers engaged in the census. job. 
The fact that the five men repre- 
sented local 239 of the American 
Federation of Government Em- 
ployes, oteted ae the American 

eration of Labor; had hothing 

o do with the case, Ryan said. 

The men involved were John F. 
Dean, 4600 West Florissant avenue, 
president of local 239; Harold 
Kearns, 5576A St. Edward avenue, 
secretary of the union, and Aaron 
Jewell, 5817A Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue; John A. Lewis, 4516 Newberry 
terrace, and Frank Mariz, 1414 
Granville place, comprising the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. | 

What Union Asked For. 

Dean, a former railroad telegra- 
pher, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Local 239 received its charter 
only a month ago and represents a 
small percentage of the census 
workers, but that the officers were 
hopeful of increasing the member- 
ship and obtaining concessions 
from Ryan. The work day of the 
census workers is six hours, with a 
10-minute rest period at the end of 
the third hour. 

As a precaution against fire in 
the valuable census records, smok- 
ing is prohibited. The union asked 
that the men be permitted to smoke 
in the washrooms during the rest 
period. The total hours worked in 
a month is 140. WPA regulations 
fixed the monthly work time at be- 
tween 120 and 140 hours. The union 
asked Ryan to work his force 130 
hours a month. 

According to Dean, the executive 
committee called on Ryan four 
times and addressed one letter to 
him. The letter stated the union 
committee felt their demands had 
been reasonable, offered co-opera- 
tion and mentioned reports of es- 
pionage among the workers. On 
the fourth visit by the committee 
to Ryan’s office last Tuesday, the 
five members were handed transfer 
slips and told fo report back to 
WPA headquarters. There they re- 
ceived the following assignments: 
Kearns and Mariz to quarries at 
3500 Hickory street, Dean and 
Lewis to a quarry in Luxemburg 
and Jewell to a quarry at 5100 Vir- 
ginia avenue. The “white collar” 
jobs pay $65 a month, quarry work 
$55. The committee members have 
not reported at their new jobs so 
far. 

Statements on Both Sides. 
Dean exhibited a letter from 
WPA headquarters at Washington 
directing the committee to take up 
its complaint on hours locally. He 
denied that any members of the 
committee had violated regulations, 
and attributed the transfer to anh 
attempt to “nip a new union in the 
bud.” All of the census workers 
were taken from relief rolls, and 


qualified for their jobs through ex- 


amination. 

Ryan told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that he had “helped the union 
get started,” and had permitted the 
posting of meeting notices. “These 
men stepped out ef bounds, ignored 
regulations and thought they could 
dictate the policies of the job,” he 
said. 

J. A. Amend, WPA Administrator 
here, said the union men were as- 
signed to quarry jobs because that 
was the only work open. He said 
there was no prejudice against the 
men in his department and that 
they would have chances to get 
back into the “white-collar” class 


when such jobs were available.

‘DOC’ WILLIAMS DENIES 
HE KNOWS MUENCHES 


Physician, He Says, 
Though He Once Gave 
That as Occupation. 


Not 


Edward (Doc) Williams of 938 
Beach avenue, formerly of 5800 En- 
right avenue, cannot understand, 
he told the police today, why Mrs. 
Nellie Tipton Muench gave his 
name as the physician who could 
support her statement that she 
gave birth to a child. 

In the first place, he said, he is 
not a physician. In the second 
place, he asserted, he is not ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Muench or her 
husband, or any of the other de- 
fendants in the baby hoax, and 
never was in the Muench residence 
at 4736 Westminster place, where 
Mrs. Muench insists the’ birth oc- 
curred last August. 

However, when Williams was ar- 
rested in 1934 on a traffic charge, 
police records show, he gave his 
occupation as “physician.” . There 
is a later police report, concerning 
an incident in which Williams’ au- 
tomobile was mistaken for another 
of the same make, in which he is 
referred to as “Dr. Edward Wil- 
liams.” 

Keeps Theory to Himself. 

“IT have a theory of how Mrs. 
Muench happened to use my name,” 
Williams told Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Herman Willer, who 
talked to him at the Page Boulevard 
Police Station, where he was taken 
for questioning. “But it is just an 
idea, and I would rather not ex- 
press it,” he added. 

Asked how he would explain the 
fact that Mrs. Muench knew that 
he had a telephone, the number of 
which was not published, and that 
she gave the number, from her rec- 
ollection, as PArkview 2473, Wil- 
liams said he would rather not talk 
about it until he had consulted a 
lawyer. 

Williams’ attorney, J. Ray Wein- 
brenner, after consulting with him 
told Willer that Williams would sub- 
ject himself to service of a subpena 
at any time he might be wanted as 
a witness. 

Salesman, Not Doctor. 

Mrs. Muench had given the first 
name of the phantom physician as 
“Ralph.” Williams was unable to 
account for that. He was the man 
she had in mind, however, as he 
lived, until last December, at the 
last of the three addresses she gave 
for “Dr. Ralph Williams”—5800 En- 
right avenue, first floor west. 

Some of his friends got to calling 
him “Doc,” Williams said, because 
he made and sold a mouthwash, 
and a fluid for cleaning eyeglasses. 
He said he was a salesman, 35 
years old. 

Williams said he had never had 
any medical training, never held 
himself out as a physician, and 


never assisted, anywhere, in the 
birth of a baby.

WOMAN HANGED FOR 
MURDER IN ENGLAND 


Convicted of Poisoning Crip- 
pled Patient in Nursing Home 
to Get $8000. 


By the Associated Press. 
BIRMINGHAM, England, April 
16.—Mrs. Dorothy Waddingham, 
34-year-old mother of five children, 
the youngest six months old, was 
hanged in the Winsen Green prison 
this morning for the poison murder 
of a crippled patient in her Not- 
tingham nursing home. Home Sec- 
retary Sir John Simon denied a last- 
minute appeal for clemency. The 
trap was sprung shortly after 9 


o’clock. 


Mrs. Waddingham and Ronald 
J. Sullivan, who operated the nurs- 
ing home with her, were arrested 
on Jan. 30, charged with putting 
Mrs. Baguley and her daughter, 
Miss Ada Louisa Baguley, 50, to 
death slowly with drugs. Sullivan 
was acquitted of the killing of Mrs. 
Baguley. Mrs. Waddingham was 
convicted of murder of Miss Bagu- 
ley. The Crown charged that Mrs. 
Waddingham poisoned her patient 
to obtain a £1600 legacy (about 
$8000) which Mrs. Baguley had 
willed to her nurse. ’ 

The Criminal Appeal Court re- 
jected Mrs. Waddingham’s appeal 
March 30, the Home Secretary de- 
nied an appeal for clemency Tues- 
day night and again last night. 

A black flag was run up on the 
prison staff after the hanging, giv- 
ing formal notice of the execution. 

In the crowd of 2000 outside the 
prison several women dropped to 
their knees, praying and weeping 
as the flag was run up. An auto- 
mobile moved back and forth slow- 
ly, its loud speakers booming “Near- 
er My God to Thee” and “Abide 
With Me” from phonograph rec- 
ords. The crowd dispersed after 
reading the official announcement 
of the hanging. 

The automobile and loud speak- 
ers belonged to Mrs. Violet Van 
Der Elst, wealtby London woman, 
who had led anti-death penalty 
demonstrations before three previ- 
ous hangings and who headed to- 
day’s demonstration.

KAHOKA, Mo., April 16. — & 
mistrial was declared this aftere 
noon in the hearing of the erime 
inal conspiracy charge which ree 
sulted from tne Muench baby hoax 


when Charles Long, one of the jt» 
rors, made a statement under oath 
that he had been offered $100 i€ 
he would “hang” the jury. 

The trial was reset for the first 
Monday in August. 

Prosecuting Attorney G. Ry, 
Breidehstein of Clark County told 
reporters he would issue a warrant 
against Harry Spangler, Kahoksa 
surveyor, named. by Long as the 
person who offered him money, 
charging attempted bribery. He 
said het might issues warrant 
against others. Attempted bribery, 
of a juror is an offense punishable 
by a maximum prison sentence of 
five years. 

Attorney’s Name Mentioned. 

Spangler, Long said, “mentioned 
the name “of Joseph L. Gutting, 
youthful Kahoka attorney, who ig 
counsel for three of the defendanta, 
Dr. Ludwig O. Muench; his wife, 
Nellie Tipton Muench, and her 
friend, Mrs. Helen Berroyer. Wil- 
fred Jones, the fourth defendant, 
was represented by other counsel, 

After hearing from Juror Long 
and Spangler, Circuit Judge 
Walter A. Higbee declared the 
mistrial and dismissed the 
jury. So the trial ended withe 
out a verdict after eight days had 
been consumed in the taking of tes» 
timony and both sides had all but 
completed presentation of their evi« 
dence. The case was to have gone 
to the jury this afternoon. 

Juror Long, a PWA worker, whe 
worked under Spangler on a sewer 
job, was placed on the witness stand 
by the State at the start of the 
afternoon session, after the prosecu- 
tion had asked that a mistrial be 
declared on the ground that a mem- 
ber of the jury had been “ap- 
proached.” 

Sticks to Story. 

In cross-examination by Gutting, 
Long was unshaken in his state- 
ment that money had been offered 
to him. Long said in response to 
one of Gutting’s questions, that he 
would not ’be influenced by the of- 
fer of money. 

Spangler, placed on the stand 
after examination of Long had 
been completed, said he had talked 
with Long twice since the trial] be- 
gan, but had made no offer of 
money to him. He said Gutting had 
never told him to offer money to 
Long. 

In a tense atmosphere, and after 
the dramatic examination of Long 
and Spangler, Judge Higbee an- 
nounced that there had been proof 
that a juror had been tampered 
with and there was nothing to do 
but dismiss the jury, which he did, 
thereupon resetting the case for 
August. 

Judge Addresses Jury. 

Judge Higbee called the jury in- 
to the box and said: 

“A serious charge has been lodged 
with the Court. It is the first time 
it has come up in_my 10 years og 
the bench. I am exceedingly sorry 
and I might say humiliated. This 
is a criminal trial and the rights 
of these defendants are at stake. 
Their liberty and the rights of the 
public are at stake. In view of the 
proof offered here I am constrained 
to dismiss the jury. There is proof 
here there has been tampering with 
one of your number. We could not

Britain and France Would

GENEVA, April 16.—An author- 
itative source eaid today Italy has 
demanded the right to conduct di- 
rect negotiations with Ethiopia for 
peace, without any interference by 
the League of Nations. 

According to this source, in inti- 
mate contact with the League, the 
‘Jtalian Government demands thet 
direct negotiations for the eventual 
establishment of a military armis- 
tice be conducted as between victor 


and vanquished. 
Such an armistice, it was said, 


might be followed by a peace con- 
ference at some néutral point such 
as Lausanne. 

“Impossible,” Ethiopians Say. 

It was reported here that the 
Ethiopian delegation told the com- 
mittee of 13 it is “absolutely im- 
possible” to accept the preliminary 
peace terms offered by the Italians. 

The Ethiopian Government asked 
that the League immediately apply 
ail sanctions provided for in the 
League Covenant, thus fulfilling the 
obligation undertaken by all mem- 
bers of the League “to come imme- 
diately and effectively to- the help 
of a victim.” 

It was stated that Premier Mus- 
solini asked that Italian security, 
in case he begins negotiations for 
an armistice, be guaranteed. 

Italy was said to contend that its 
armies in Bithiopia might be 
harassed by armed Ethiopian bands 
over which Emperor Haile Selassie 
would have no control. 

The Italian attitude was de- 
scribed, in other words, as béing 
that Italy could cease hostilities, 
but that it had no assurance the 
Ethiopians would stop nghting. 

Summary of Italy’s Demands. 
Mussolini's proposals. were sium- 
tiarized as follows by a League au- 
thority: 

A military armistice to be ne- 
gotiated with Ethiopia directly 
between the general staff of the 
Italian and Ethiopian armies. 

A peace conference outside 
Geneva, preferably Lausanne. 

Direct negotiations at this con- 
ference between Italy and Ethio- 
pia with the League participating 
merely through observers who 
would report the results and 
would keep the League informed. 

Guarantees that during the 
armistice negotiations as well as 
during the projected peace con- 
ference, armed Bthiopian bands 
outside the control of Emperor 
Haile Selassie would not be able 
to harass the Italian armies with 
guerrilla warfare. 


British, French Would Sit In. 

Great Britain and France, who 
were co-signatories with Italy of 
the Ethiopian treaty of 1906, would 
be invited to send delegates to the 
projected peace conference. 

This treaty, which laid down 
zones of influence in Ethiopia, gave 
France the right to build the rail- 
road from Djibouti to Addis Ababa. 
It recognized British influence over 
the Lake Tana regién ad give 
Italy a zoné of influence @nd the 
right to link up Eritrea and Italian 
Somaliland through Ethiopia. 


The guarantees that Mussolini's 
armies would not be attacked dur 
ing the armistice and peace nego- 
tiations could, it was stated by 
Tialians, largely be achieved by 
League members ceasing to furnish 
arms and ammunition to Ethiopia. 

Mussolini's reported demands 
created dismay in League circles 
for, if they are accepted, the Ital- 
ian-Ethiopian conflict would be re- 
moved from the League of Nations.

MAKE OWN PEACE 


Insists on Direct Negotia- 
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Testimony oT Principals 
In Muench Baby Plot Trial 


Except for Mrs. Thomasson’s Yarn and Dr. 
Pitzman’s Elaboration, Evidence Is Same 
as at St. Louis Hearing.

KAHOKA, Mo., April 16.—Testi- 
mony of principals in the Muench 
baby hoax who have appeared here 
as witnesses provided a curious as- 
sortment of jig-saw puzzle pieces 
for the jury to study. 

Mrs. Grace Thomasson, the ad- 
venturess “hot butter blonde,’ who 
offered herself as a State's witness 
and cast herself in the role of a 
conspirator who took no part in 
the execution of the conspiracy and 
now beating her way back to the 
straight and narrow path, testified 
she was in on the deal all along. 
Mrs, Thomasson said it had been 
arranged for her to be the “nurse” 
in taking both the Price and Ware 
babies from their mothers to the 
arms of Mrs. Muench. Circum- 
stances prevented her from filling 
that part, she said, but when the 
deed was done, by Helen Befroyer, 
she became again an active partici- 
pant and was to “step into Mrs. 
Berroyer’s shoes,” to provide an 
“out” for Mrs. Berroyer. More- 
over, Mrs. Thomasson testified to 
her efforts, after Anna Ware's baby 
had been returned to her, to find 


still a third infant which was to 
be put forward as the “real” Ware 
baby. 


Wilfred Jonés, the baby broker, 
testified that Mrs. Thomasson was 
indeéd privy to his baby procure- 
ment activities. More than that, he 
said, she had gone through with 
the original plan that she was to 
be the “nurse.” But, said Jones, 
Mrs. Thomasson got the babies, not 
for the Muenches, but for “Mr. and 
Mrs. J. R. Palmer,” a pair, who, it 
has been shown, were creations of 
Jones’ fertile imagination. Jones 
blithely ignored another theory ad- 
vanced by counsel for his co-de- 
fendants, the Muenches, that Grace 
wanted a baby to “shake down” a 
wealthy Texas cattleman. His tes- 
timony was along the same line as 
that which resulted in his indict- 
ment in St. Louis for perjury when 
he offered it in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals.

Warships Under Construc- 
tion Won’t Be Completed 
for Month or More After 

* Contract Dates. —-

WASHINGTON, April 16.—A 
Navy Department report said yes- 
terday that of 76 warships now be- 
ing built to raise the navy to au- 
thorized strength, 30 would be con- 
pleted by the end of the year, 32 
' ore two-thirds finished, and five 
were more than half built. 

The report indicated that con- 
struction, begun many months ago, 
had been delayed. The shortened 
work week under the NRA and 
strikes in private shipyards were 
given as the causes of delay. 

Shipyards, including navy yards, 
have reported that the completion 
dates, as specified in the contracts, 
must be moved ahead from one 
month to one year on many vessels 
because of conditions unforeseen 
when the contracts were signed. 

A study of the shipbuilding code, 
just issued by the NRA division of 
review, said “peak employment on 
naval construction was seriously 
delayed by the code hours.” 

Prior to July 1, 1933, the ship- 
building industry worked on a 44 
to 48 hours week basis, giving the 
men an average week of 37% hours.

GEORGIA PRESIDENTIAL 
PRIMARY 10 BE JUNE 3 


Gov. Talmadge’s Men Defeat 
Roosevelt Backers’ Move 
for May 5. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 16.—The 
Georgia State Democratic Executive 
Committee, dominated by Gov. Eu- 
gene Talmadge, yesterday set a pres- 
idential primary for June 3 and 
fixed the entrance fee at $10,000 for 
each candidate, 

The committee defeated, 83 to 11, 
a substitute of the Roosevelt sup- 
porters which would have fixed the 
date for May 5 and the entrance 
fee at $1000. 

Will Mann, leader of the Tal- 
madge majority on the committee, 
said that if there is only one can- 
didate, as Newt Morris, the Roose- 
velt leader, predicted, the entraace 
fee would'be handed back to that 
candidate within three minutes 
after entries close May 16 at noon. 

‘Somebody has got to pay for the 
primary,” Mann continued. “The 
New Dealers have plenty of money 
to pay for the primary and that’s 
the only way they are going to get 
it done.” 

Gov. Talmade, who did not attend 
the committee meeting, said imme-. 
diately after its adjournment he 
did not know whether he would be 
a candidate in the primary. 

“I am pretty busy with State af- 
fairs right now. My future action 
depends on how things turn out in 
Georgia.” 

The primary resolution said that 
if only one candidate qualified he 
will name the delegates and alter- 
nates to the national convention in 
Philadelphia and shall be entitled 
to the vote of Georgia there.

C. E. Jensen Says He and

PAPER SEIZED 
HE TESTIFIES 


Taking of Evidence in 
Case of Ex-Members of 
Tampa, Fla., Police Be- 
gins at Bartow, Fla.

Jensen, whose testimony was con- 
gtantly interrupted by defense ob- 
jections, told of being returned to 
the meeting place and then began 
to tell of the platform of his or- 
ganization.

Jensen, who told the writer he 
was State Secretary of the Social- 
ist party, testified after recess that 
at Police Headquarters he heard 
“someone screaming for help” in 
another room shortly after Shoe- 
maker and E. F. Poulnot had been 
taken from the room. 

Pat Whitaker, chief of the de- 
fense counsel, opened his cross-ex- 
amination, confusing the witness 
as he asked him for dates and de- 
tails of various meetings of the 
“Modern Democrats” andt finally 
bringing him to the scene at a pri- 
vate home the night of Nov. 3.

Louis were called to prevent dam- 
age to the other buildings of the 
company.

RAILROAD HEADS APPEAR - 
AGAINST WHEELER BILL 


Declare Measure to Protect Em- 
ployes Displaced Through Con- 
solidations Is Too “Rigid.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 16. — Two 
railroad presidents appearing  to- 
day at a hearing on the Wheeler 
bill to protect employes thrown out 
of work by railroad consolidations 
attacked the measure as setting 
up such a “rigid’’ system as to 
make any economical consolida- 
tions unlikely. 

Carl. R. Gray of Omaha, presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific, and J. 
L. Lancaster of Dallas, president 
of the Texas & Pacific, told the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee also that the bill would dis- 
courage railroads from expanding 
to reach temporary trade by rais- 
ing fears that when they chose to 
withdraw from such traffic they 
would be unable to do so without 
great expense. 

R. V. Fietcher, general counsel 
of the Association of American 
Railroads, asserted the measure 
was “probably unconstitutional.” 

The bill, sponsored by the rail- 
road brotherhoods, would require 
that in event of consolidation, 
either of two railroads or of op- 
erations within a single system, the 
displaced employes should be pro- 
vided for. 


SEARCH OF SHIPS ENTERING

Coast Guard Cutter Employed in 
Work by Prohibition Unit, 
It Is Disclosed.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Resump-

SENATE DISCUSSES 
JUDGE RITTER VERDICT 


Because of Absence of Several 
Members. Decision Is De- 
layed Until Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.— The 
Senate reconvened in secret ses- 
sion today and resumed deliberation 
of the impeachment charges against 
Federal Judge Halsted L. Ritter 
o1 florida. The verdict will not 
be reached until tomorrow. 

Nearly four hours of: discussion 
yesterday ended with many sena- 
tors still wishing to talk. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, announced 
when the doors were opened that 
because of the enforced absence 
of several senators who wished to 
be present and vote, the case would 
not be carried to a decision to- 
day. 

While Judge Ritter and his coun- 
sel waited in the Sergeant-At-Arm’s 
office, senators debated the seven 
charges in detail and the constitu- 
tional provisions involved. 

Some senators, it was said, raised 
the question whether a judge could 
be convicted for misbehavior or 
whether a high crime and misde- 
meanor had to be proved. 

Article Three of the Constitution 
merely says: “The judges, both of 
the Supreme and Inferior Courts, 
shall hold their offices during good 
behavior.” 

Each article of impeachment in 
the Ritter case, after listing cer- 
tain specific charges, concludes 
with the statement that the defen- 
dant “was and is guilty of misbe- 
havior and was and is guilty of a 
high crime and misdemeanor.” 

Prosecution managers, in their 
summing up, contended the House, 
which impeached the jurist March 
2, did not have to prove a crime 
in the ordinary sense of that term. 

They cited the constitutional pro~ 
vision and contended that when 
judges transgress the “good be- 
havior” edict they can be removed. 

Among other charges, Ritter is 
accused of granting an excessive 
receivership fee and “corruptly” 
benefitting from the fee himself.

Kansas City Boss and Nephew Sign 
‘Application for J. F. Rollins, 
Granted by Gov. Park. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16— 
James F. Rollins of Kansas City, 
former convict in the Missouri 
pentientiary, was epardoned today 
by Gov. Park and his citizenship 
rights were restored. Rollins was 
paroled by Gov. Park on Feb. 1, 
1933, after serving a year and two 


months of a five-year sentence for 
forgery. 

The list of signers of Rollins’ 
petition for citizenship restoration 
included Boss T. J. Pendergast of 
the Kansas City Democratic organ- 
ization; his nephew, J. M. Pender- 
gast, a lieutenant in the Democrat- 
ic organization; Circuit Judges T. 
J. Seehorn and Brown Harris of 
Kansas City, and Joshue Barbee of 
Kansas City, former chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee. 

The Governor also restored the 
citizenship privileges of Thomas 
Lavin of St. Louis. Lavin was dis- 
charged from the penitentiary on 
March 16, 1932, under the merit 
system, after serving seven-twelfths 
of an eight-year sentence for rob- 
bery.

Roosevelt, Using George 
Washington Trowel, 
Finds Building Symbolic- 
al of Conservation Policy 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.— The 
cornerstone of the new $12,000,000 
Interior Department building was 
laid today by President Roosevelt. 
“As I view this serviceable new 


structure,” the President said, “I 
like to think of it as symbolical of 
the Nation's vast resources that we 
are sworn to protect and this stone 
that I am about to lay as the cor- 
nerstone of a conservation policy 
that will guarantee to future Amed- 
icans the richness of their herit- 
age.” 

Members of the Cabinet and oth- 
er officials looked on as the Presi- 
dent, using the trowel with which 
George Washington laid the corner- 
stone of the Capitol Building in 
1793, sealed within the foundation 
stone of the new structure an 
American flag, a Bible, a pamphlet 
on the Constitution, a bronze med- 
alion of himself, an autographed 
photograph of Secretary Ickes, and 
records showing present activities 
of the Interior Department. “I think 
it is a good augury,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, in using the historic trowel. 

Ickes, summarizing efforts to pre- 
vent waste of natural resources on 
both private land and the public 
domain, called his chief “the great- 
est conservationist in American 
history.” 

“Dedicated to This Cause.” 

“Every American who loves his 
country,” the President said, “should 
take to heart the earnest plea of 
the Secretary of the Interior for a 
vigorous, continuing national policy 
of conservation. As for myself, I 
am dedicated in this cause... . 

“A nation less bountifully endowed 
than ours without a national policy 
of conservation would have ceased 
to exist long ago. The remarkable 
thing was that the people of the 
United States were so complacent 
for so long in the face of ' exploita- 
tion, waste and mismanagement, 


yes, even larceny of the natural 
wealth that belonged to all the 
people. 


“Not all of the people remained 
insensible to what was happening. 
On occasion there came as cries 
from the wilderness warnings 
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/ 1849, then appealed to Congress to 


scious that the vast national do- 
main and the natural resources of 
the country were the property of 
the nation itself and not that of any 
class, regardless of its privileged 
status, 

“Supported by an awakened coun- 
try which by now is beginning to 
realize the truth of the old. warn- 
ings, we of this administration have 
devoted our thoughts and energies 
to the conservation of our God- 
given wealth.” 

Pointing out that the building was 
financed with a PWA allotment, 
Mr. Roosevelt said it was a part 
of a program “which has already 
been successful in aiding the return 
of the nation to better times.”

“conservation department” and 
thus “reverse the policy of exploi- 
tation that has existed before.” 

Ickes said that “more has been

He listed New Deal conservation 
activities, “implemented” with the 
labor of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, as: Elimination of over-graz- 
ing on public land; efforts to com- 
bat soil erosion; acquisition of new 
national parks and forests, and re- 
forestation; the Guffey Coal Act; 
the oil administration and the 
Connally Act; control of water re- 
sources through such means as 
Boulder Dam and the Tennessee 
Valley Authority; purchase and 
withdrawal from cultivation of un- 
productive land; additional wild 
life and bird refugees and efforts 
to combat stream pollution. 

A bill to rename the Interior De- 
partment was introduced by Sena- 
tor Lewis (Dem.), Illinois, last year. 
Ickes said passage “would be de- 
claratory of the intention of the 
United States Government hence- 
forth to go forward with a policy 
of conservation of our natural re- 
sources.”

Average Is Well Over Four; Noth- 
ing Small About Helpings 
Given Either.

GRAND COULEE DAM, Wash., 


April 16.—Eight meals a day are 
required to satisfy the appetites of 
many of the 5000 laborers at the 
West's biggest hydro-electric pro}- 
ect. 

The average is well above four | 
meals a day. Some who can't stow | 
away eight-manage to get their feet 
under the mess-hall table five or | 
six times in 24 hours. | 

Breakfast for example, may start 
off with half a cantaloupe or other 
fruit in season and work its way 
through several kinds of cereal, | 
toast, two or three fried eggs gar- 
nished with sausage or bacon and 
one to four griddle cakes with but- 
ter and syrup, washed down with 
two or three cups of coffee, milk 
or water. 

Other meals are designed along 
the same lines, and since there are 
shifts coming to or from work con- 
tinuously, the mess hall is in con-:

FARLEY SAYS 6. 0. P 
IS A GHOST PARTY 


Hoover and Landon Embrac- 
ing Roosevelt’s Principles, 
He Asserts at Albany. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 16.—Post- 
master General James A. Farley, 
opening the national and state 
campaigns in President Roosevelt's 
home state, said last night “one by 


one the principles and policies of 
the Roosevelt’ Administration are 
being embraced by leaders of the 
opposition.” 

He specifically charged former 
President Herbert Hoover and Gov. 
Alf M. Landon of Kansas, have “ac- 
cepted and adopted” the principles 
of the Democratic farm program as 
their own. 

“Mr. Hoover, in his farm speech, 
accepted the principles of the Dem- 
ocratic farm program,” the state 
and national Democratic chairman 
declared. “He had said for many 
years that certain things could not 
be done in sustaining farm prices. 
Now he says they can be done. To 
hear his discussion of how agricul- 
tural surpluses can be controlled, 
one would think that he had invent- 
ed our program.

U. S. Chamber Committee Ob- 
jécts to Federal Activities in 
State and Private Fields.

Who “Invented” Baseball. 
N INTERNATIONAL argu- 
ment has arisen as to who 
invented or originated baseball. 

The two parties to the discus- 
sion are Col. Isaac A. Hedges, 
widely known St. Louis business 
man and baseball fan, repre- 
senting the United States, and 
Col. Emilie Vaillancourt, Minister 
of Roads for the Province of Que- 
bec, who stands by the claims of 
Montreal as the original birth 
place of what we call our na- 
tional game. 

The rival claimants went to 
bat over this subject through a 
chance reference by Col. Vaillan- 
court, in a letter to Mr. Hedges, 
to the fact that “baseball orig- 
inated in Montreal, Canada, two 
years before- Abner Doubleday, a 
Major-General in the United 
States Army, devised the game of 
baseball at Cooperstown, New 
York.” 

Answering a query by Col. 
Hedges as to his authority for the 
statement, Col. Vaillancourt sent 
the following reply: 

“My authority for saying that 
baseball was invented in Mon- 
treal is E. Z. Massicotte, M. R. 
S. C., Archivist of the Judicial 
District of Montreal. 

“Dr. Massicotte wrote an ar- 
ticle on this subject last year in 
one of the issues of ‘Le Bulletin 
des Rescherches Historiques.’ Dr. 
Massicotte does not contend that 
baseball in its present form was 
invented in Montreal but that it 
was in Montreal that the game of 
‘bat and ball’ was invented, same 
being afterwards altered and 
turned into baseball whose rules 
were codified in 1842 by A. G., 
Spalding of New York.” 


Argument Is Ended. 


T appears that the distinguished

that “bat and ball” is not the 
same as baseball. There is no 
telling when man first began to 
hit a ball with a stick. 

Hedges himself puts it: “If one 
would enter the controversy as to 
who first batted an obstacle with 
a club, I rather fancy the begin- 
nings would go back to primordial 
man, using a coconut and the limb 
of a tree.” 

What distinguishes the “bat and

-For 60-Foot Baselines-and a 
Pitching Distance of 40 Feet:

Rules Committee on softball was 
organized in January, 1934, by the 
National Recreation Association, 
there will be but one set of official 
rules.

$1,067,665 IN AAA BENEFITS 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Pho- 


tostatic copies of Agriculture De- 


partment records showed today 
that the United States Sugar Cor- 
poration had received $1,067,665 in 
rental and benefit payments—the 
largest under the AAA. The com- 
pany, which operates in Florida, 
received the money in three checks 
for reducing its sugar-cane acreage 
in 1933-34-35. 

In a letter to Chairman Smith 
(Dem.), South Carolina, of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee re- 
cently, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace reported the payment to 
the sugar concern, but did not name 


the company. 


The corporation, of which C. R. 
Bitting is listed, in financial direc- 
tories, as the president, is affiliat- 
ed with the Celotex Co. of Chicago, 
whoch also operates large sugar- 
cane properties in Florida and Lou- 
isiana. 

The certificate of compliance, is- 
sued the United States Sugar Cor- 
poration by the AAA, showed the 
firm’s sugar-cane acreage planted 
for the crop year of 1935-36 was 12,- 
837 acres and that its production 
allotment for the same crop year 
was 403,752.80 tons. 

Next to the United States Sugar 
Corporation, the largest benefit 
payment was $961,064, which went 
to a Puerto Rican sugar producing 
corporation. 

Interest has been focused on 
these payments recently by a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, propos- 
ing that the AAA report the names 
and amount of all payments over 
$10,000. This figure subsequently

Concerning his own disputes 
which arose when he declined to 
approve the Hindenburg’s partici- 
pation in the Nazi election cam- 
paign, he asserted: 

“The Air Ministry has absured 
me that my recent unpleasantness 
with the Propaganda Ministry has 
no effect on my standing as com- 
mander of the Hindenburg and 
president of the Zeppelin company. 

“I have come to Berlin to find 
out concerning all this trouble 
about myself, of which I have read 
in the world’s press, but Herman 
Wilhelm Goering, the chief of the 
Ministry to which I am responsi- 
ble, will not return to Berlin before 
tomorrow. 

“Until I have spoken with the 
proper authorities, I am as much 
in the dark as anyone.”

Democrats pointed to a 1,250,110 
vote for President Roosevelt, unop- 
posed in his party’s preferential 
ballot and a record total of 1,391,- 
625 ballots cast for the candidates 
in the Democratic race for Gover- 


nor, with more than 80 per cent of 
the precincts reported. 

Col. Frank Knox and Senator 
William E. Borah together drew 
797,707 votes in their Republican 
presidential preference race, while 
the seven-man Republican contest 
for the governorship nomination 
846,987 votes were cast in about 
the same number of precincts. Knox 
received 439,253 and Borah 358,454. 
Horner’s Majority Exceeds 100,000. 

Gov. Henry Horner was renomi- 
nated by the Democrats by more 
than 105,000 votes over Dr. Herman 
N. Bundesen of Chicago. 

Returns from 6648 precincts gave 
Col. Knox, publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News, a State-wide majority 
of 80,799 over Senator Borah. 

Knox caried 13 of the State’s 25 
congressional districts and Borah 
12. Knox managers claimed that 
of the 49 delegates chosen, all but 
three were favorable to Knox.

Should the convention receive 
only one of the two elected dele- 
gates, the “advised” Knox delega- 
tion would be cut to 33.

350,000 Square Miles in Antarctic 
Is ‘Claimed by Ellsworth for U. S. 


Explorer Says That He and Pilot Planted 
Flag Last Fall on Area Larger Than 
Texas and Oklahoma Combined. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Lin- 
coln Ellsworth, the explorer, speak- 
ing before the National Geographic 
Society yesterday, formally claimed 
an area of 350,000 square miles in 
the Antarctic for the United. States. 
He said that under State Depart- 
ment permission he and his pilot, 
Herbert Hollick-Kenyon, had plant- 
ed the United States flag last fall 
on an area larger than Texas and 
Oklahoma combined, between the 
80th and 120th meridians west long- 
itude. 

In addition, Ellsworth declared 
the flight gave strong new evidence 
that the Andes Mountains of South 
America continue in an unbroken 
chain under the Polar seas to Ant- 
arctica and extend across the South 
Polar continent, and tended to con- 
firm the belief that Antarctica is 
a single continent. 

Ellsworth received from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the Hubbard gold 
medal of the Geographic Society 
“for his heroic and extraordinary 
achievements in Arctic and Antarc- 
tic exploration 1935-1936.” 

Flight Covered 2340 Miles. 

Elisworth said the Antarctic 
flight, which began Nov. .23, 1935, 
covered 2340 miles, or about the 
distance from Washington to Los 
Angeles, 1750 miles of which was 
in exploratory hops over Antarctica. 

Four stops were made on the way 


to Little America, the base camp 


of Admiral Richard E. Byrd’s ex- 

plorations, he reported, and 22 days 

were required for the trip, only 20 

hours and 15 minutes of which were 
s 


spent in the air. The remainder of 
the time was spent in waiting for 
good flying weather and trudging 
the 16 miles to Little America after 
the plane was forced down when 
the gasoline supply ran out, Ells 
worth explained. 

Among the areas mapped and 
plotted, he added, were Eternity 
Range, a series of mountains rising 
12,000 feet above sea level; Sentinel 
Range with a 13,000 foot peak 
named Mount Mary Louise Ulmer 
for Mrs. Ellsworth; James W. Elis- 
worth Land, named for his father; 
and Hollick-Kenyon Plateau, named 
for his pilot. 

Minimizes Difficulties. 

Elisworth minimized the diffi- 
culties encountered in Antarctic ex- 
ploration, even to his own frozen 
foot, which he said did not prevent 
him from walking. Hollick-Kenyon 
did not lose the crease in his 
trousers on the trip, he added, and 
bathing was the only comfort lack- 
ing. 

i far as the explorers were con- 
cerned they were never lost, he 
said, but had only lost contact with 
civilization. At no time during the 
two months’ absence were they 
ignorant of their exact position and 
little difficulty was experienced in 
reaching Little America after the 
flight ended. 

Ellsworth said the whole vast ex- 
panse of Antarctica, more than two- 
thirds the size of North America, 
would be charted and explored by 
air with the establishment of inland 
bases, because much of the interior 
was level plateau.

Ex-Convict Admits Writing

BRUSSELS, April 16.—Police af 
Liege are holding an ex-convict,

to King Leopold threatening to kid- 
nap the King’s three children unless 
money were left at a designated 
spot in woods near Brussels. 

Twice police surrounded the spot 
and lay in wait for the extortionist, 
but no one appeared. The letters 
were finally traced to Elsen, police 
said, through a reference in one 
letter to the fact that the writer 
was a former convict. 

The King’s children, who were 
closely guarded during the inves- 
tigation of the threats, left for a 
seaside holiday soon after Elsen 
was arrested.

As to Dr. Draper’s Opinion on Smoke. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispaten: 

T IS evident to an interested observer 

that St. Louis’ smoke has beclouded 
the analytical vision of the doetor from 
the A’nited States Public Health Service, 
judging from Dr. W. ¥. Draper's report 
on the content of this typical St. Louis 
product. 

Though there may be some ethical re- 
straints on criticising the opinion of 4 
professional colleague, the fact remains 
that in thie case, science and common 
sense ordain that loyal St. Louisans may 
safely accept the viewpoint uttered by 
representatives of the local medical fra- 
ternity, against that of the medical man 
from Washington, D. C. 

Binee the difference of opinion in this 
episode seems to be one of pure psycho- 
logical reaction rather than of definite 
scientific deduction, the writer feels that 
he can do no better than to illustrate 
the possible setting in Dr. Draper's mind 
which caused him to record so disturb- 
ing a conclusion, The following incident 
is therefore offered as being most prob- 
ably analogous: 

Something like two decades past, while 
the writer was engaged in hygiene in- 
spection work in the loca] school system, 
an irate mother appeared before his desk, 
angrily shaking a sheet of instructions 
purporting to help in the removal of 
pediculi from the scalp of a 99-year-old 
daughter. This woman stated that she 
had no intention of being dictated to. 
After assuaging the mother’s wrath, I 
was favored with the informetion that if 
the members of my benighted profession 
had been properly trained, we would 
comprehend that “them things is good 
for children, because only healthy kids 
have them,” 

Thus it will be seen that there is a 
distinct analogy between this mother’s 
attitude and that of the doctor who de- 
duced the most remarkable conclusion 
that smoke and its pyrocarbonaceous 
products are not antagonistic to the com- 
fort of man. There is no doubt that if 
Dr. Draper were called upon to serve in- 
dividually in thig city, he would soon 
alter his nonchalant ideas about the ef- 
fects of smoke upon the respiratory chan- 
nels in the human economy, 

Much light can be thrown upon the 
situation by comparing the percentage of 
nose and throat specialists in St. Louis 
with that of cities where the community 
is sufficiently civilized to adopt smoke- 
less fuels, irrespective of the antagonistic 
forces of greed and selfishness to the 
contrary. 

Here is wishing more power to the 
Post-Dispatch for its valiant undertak- 
ing for the welfare of St. Louis and its 
citizens. Let us hope that loyal &t.

_ Dreams or Nightmares? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The significance of een primary became 
the more evident as from previously unre- 
ported precincts settled the results. On at least half 
a dozen counts, including several of national as well 
as local interest, the outcome ig worth reviewing in 
greater detail than was possible yesterday. 

The outpouring of the voters in itself was notable. 
Aroused by contests which eut to the heart of demo- 
cratic government, the people went to the polling 
places in greater numbers than ever before in an 
Illinois primary. Final returns are expected to 
show that approximately 2,500,000 votes were cast, as 
against about 2,100,000 in the 1932 primary. 

Over the country, greatest interest was in the bat- 
tle between Senator Borah of Idaho and Col. Frank 
Knox, Chicago publisher, for the advisory indorse- 
ment of Republican voters for the presidential nom- 
ination. The victory which Mr. Knox won as a “fa- 
yorite son” keeps him in the running, theoretically 
at least. Senator Borah’s defeat-—-he carried down- 
state but lost in Chicago, where the Knox organiza- 
tion was at its best—has not counted him out, In- 
deed, the fact that the Senator from Idaho could poll 
almost as many votes as the [lilinois favorite son in 
the latter's own State testified to the appeal which 
Senator Borah has for the rank and@Mile of Repub- 
lican voters in the Middle West. 

In the contests for the Democratic and Republican 
nominations for Governor, gratifying triumphs were 
registered on the one hand against the self-serving 
Democratic machine in Chicago, which had made war 
on Gov. Horner, and on the other against the brazen 
candidacy of Len Small. Since Small is now three 
times defeated and nearly 74 years old, it is incon- 
ceivable that Illinois will be required to vote him 
down in the future. 

' The revolt in both parties against domination by 
spolismen should give encouragement to popular 
movements against bosses and machines elsewhere. 
What lllinois can do, other states can do, The rout 
of the Kelly-Nash combination by a majority of up- 
wards of 100,000 shows what a fighting leader against 
bossism can accomplish. 

How much significance should be attached to the 
comparative showing of the two parties cannot be 
accurately gauged, but the outcome carries consider- 
ably more of cheer for Mr, Farley than for Mr. 
Fletcher. Altogether, something like 1,500,000 Demo- 
cratic ballots were cast, as against about two-thirds 
that number for the Republicans, Yet eight years ago, 
the Republican primary brought out about the same 
number as the Democrats polled Tuesday, while the 
Democrats could muster only an insignificant 244,000. 
Nomination of Otis F. Glenn of Murphysboro as 
the Republican candidate for United States Senator 
over former Congressman William E. Hull of Peoria 
means that the senatorial race in November will be 
between a sitting Senator, James Hamilton Lewis, 
who was easily renominated, and a.former Senator. 
Mr. Glenn was elected in 1928 to serve out the term 
denied to Frank L. Smith. In view of the dis- 
tinguished service of Charles Evans Hughes as 
Chief Justice, it stands to Mr. Glenn’s credit that he, 
notwithstanding the fact that he was a newcomer to 
the Senate, took up the fight for Mr. Hughes when 
the latter’s name was up for confirmation and vet- 
eran Republicans were keeping to their seats. 

These are the results and aspects of the Illinois 
primary which stand out in importance, Taken to- 
gether, they show the voters in both parties in a 
fighting mood and with an understanding of issues 
and men.. Let voters in other states acquit them- 
selves as well and 1936 will go down in political his- 
tory as a year of intelligent exercisu of the franchise.

THE ETHIOPIAN BILL.

settlement. That issue is the matter of German for- 
tifications in the Rhineland. 

France has served notice that she reserves the right 
“to take whatever steps the situation might justify” 
if Germany begins building forts, in further violation 
of the Versailles Treaty. Germany has declined to 
promise that she would not construct such forts. 

Both France and Germany, after receding from pre- 
vious position on other matters, refuse to budge on 
the fortification issue. 

To France, the border forts are a mainstay of se- 
curity. Known as the “Maginot line,” the 300-mile 
string of forts cost $160,000,000 ahd required five 
years to build. They consist of vast steel and con- 
crete barriers, both above and below ground, armed 
with every modern weapon and now fully manned. 
If France can have such an impregnable system, then 
Germany, if she is to be viewed as an equal, logically 
can claim the same privilege. In fact, two parallel 
lines of this sort might be viewed as an aid to peace, 
in that neither nation could hope to make a suc- 
cessful land attack on the other. 

There is more in this issue, however, than the re- 
lations of two countries. France also depends for se- 


curity on her system of mutual-aid treaties with 
other nations. If Germany attacks Russia or Czecho- 
Slovakia, for instance, France is pledged to come to 
their assistance by attacking Germany. But if France 
is locked within her own borders by a line of German 
forta, then Germany virtually has a free hand in 


Central Europe and in the coveted Ukraine.

Central Buropean empire play a part in the present 
crisis. If Germany can keep Britain neutral and 
imprison France, those plans will be on their way 
to realization. In fact, Pierre van Paassen wrote the 
other day: “If France leaves Hitler free to militarize 
her borders, she signs her own death warrant, Para- 
lyzed behind the Rhine as the French army would be 
in that case, France sinks to the position of a sec- 
dnd-grade Power in Hurope:” 

Hitler's refusal to refrain from fortifying the 
Rhineland lends substance to this theory. Hence, the 
impasse which the nations have reached. 

The difficulties of reaching a peaceful settlement 
of either the Ethiopian or the Rhineland issue be- 
come more and more apparent. The proposals of both 
sides, promising peace on their face, are dominated 
by the old power politics, The Rhine fortification 
issue is merely another instance of how the pawns 
are being arranged for events to come. 
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NO MORE QUODDY; NO MORE SHIP CANAL. 

The prolonged controversy over the proposed Pas- 
samaquoddy tide-harnessing power plant and the 
Florida ship canal project at last has ended with 
their abandonment by the administration. Unless 
Congress votes funds for their completion (a most 


junlikely event), the two projects are “out,” Presi- 


den: Roosevelt announced at a press conference yes- 
terday. It is a welcome decision, for two reasons: 

First, the unfeasibility and great cost of the proj- 
ects. Quoddy, it was estimated, would cost $36,000,- 
000, and many engineers said the total outlay would 
be far more. It was pointed out that the plant, sit- 
uated at a remote point on the Maine coast, would find 
no customers for the power produced. Estimates on the 
ship canal, designed to cut Florida in two, ran from 
$146,000,000 to $200,000,000. It was asserted there 
was no prospect that its earnings would ever liqui- 
date the cost. Various Federal engineering and pub- 
lic works boards had refused to approve the two 
projects. 

This brings up the second and paramount reason 
for approving abandonment of the undertakings. De- 
spite the absence of expert indorsement and the fail- 
ure of Congress to make specific appropriations, these 
tremendous projects had been begun with Federal 
money, allocated from work-relief funds: $6,000,000 
to Quoddy and $5,000,000 to the ship canal, The effect 
of this action, as Senator Vandenberg has said, was 
to make the relief funds “a springboard for perma- 
nently committing the Government to great expendi- 
tures.” Herein there was a dangerous undermining 
of legislative authority by the executive branch of 
the Government. | 

Now that the administration has receded from its 
position, the air is cleared, The President's discre- 
tion in approving public works projects should prop- 
erly be confined to those that may be completed within 
reasonable time and with the money available. To 
launch huge projects of dubious merit, over the head 
of Congress, is an indefensible procedure. The tax- 
payer’s interest has been served and the authority 
of Congress upheld by the vigorous campaign of Sen- 
ator Vandenberg and others against these projects. 

Criticism has been the correctiye. We have had 
other heartening demonstrations recently of the pow- 
er and authority of free speech. Democracy continues 
to be, praise heaven, the dictatorship of public opin- 
ion. 
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ANOTHER UTOPIA, 

The latest manifesto designed to deliver the mil- 
lennium at the front door has just arrived. This time, 
it is the American Nationalists, Inc., talking. Their 
first plank is to rewrite the Constitution and abolish 
“wasteful, greedy; grafting parliamentary govern- 
ment.” After that step, there will be others. 

All taxes will be reduced and foreclosures forbid- 
den. Labor will get a guaranteed wage, and labor 
unions will be abolished. Capital will profit because 
there will be no Government interference in trade 
practices, and on the other hand (it is promised), 
consumers will be benefited by Government regula- 
tion of prices, Police forces will be nationalized, the 
National Guard doubled in size and a “Volunteer Na- 
tional Army of Patriots” will be drilled and armed. 
Teachers will be licensed and removed from their 
profession for any overt act. 

After these innovations take effect, the proclama- 
tion concludes, the American people “will enjoy that 
life, liberty and pursuit of happiness for which the 
patriots of 1776 fought.” That last sentence seems a 
bit incongruous, in view of the first sentence. 
Wouldn't it be more accurate to say that the Amer- 
ican people will then have Hitler, Mussolini, etc., as 
their national heroes instead of the patriots of 1776?

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Candy-Coated Taxes 


People are too unconcerned over cost of government, New Jersey Congressman 
says, because indirect taxes are in widespread use to raise both national and 
local ‘revenues; direct burden on British citizens makes them resist demands of 
special groups more effectively; urges such levies to make people tax-conscious. 


From a Radio Address by Representative Fred A. Hartley Jr. (Rep.) of New Jersey. 


T has been said that two things are cer- 

| tain: death and taxes. Yet there's a dif- 

ference between the two. Death doesn't 
get worse every time Congress meets. 

In its last .session, Congress appropriated 
$9,948,370,000. To give you an idea of just 
how fast your money is being spent by the 
Federal Government, I call to your attention 
that that figure represents over $27,000,000 
every day, over $1,000,000 every hour, over 
$18,000 ever minute and over $300 every sec- 
ond. Time will not permit me to elaborate 
on the merits or demerits of those appropri- 
ations of your money, Some of these ex- 
penditures are good, some are bad, some 
necessary, others unnecessary. 

. s * 

When added to the cost of local and state 
governments and compared with the total 
national income, it becomes apparent that 
you, my listeners, are paying nearly 30 cents 
out of every dollar you earn for the cost of 
government. The earnings of over three 
months of your year’s work is what you pay 
to be governed. 

The tax bill is now the biggest bill paid 
by the American people. We pay more for 
taxes than we do for food or for rent, twice 
as much as we do for clothing and six times 
as much as is spent for light and power. 

You may or may not pay an income tax or 
a real estate tax, but you are paying it just 
the same. 

The trend in tax legislation in recent years 
has been most insidious. Taxation has be- 
come “the art of so picking the goose as to 
secure the greatest amount of feathers with 
the least amount of squawking.” We have 
turned from direct taxes on private incomes, 
which we could all understand, to indirect 
taxes on private spending, which few can 
decipher. Our taxes have been disguised, 
they have been candy-coated, or they have 
been injected as a narcotic, in every business 
transaction, leaving most of us unconscious 
of the fact that we are being assessed. 

As a result, everything we buy, hot oniy 
luxuries, but our food and clothing, the very 
necessities of life, are increased in cost.

You crawl out of bed in the morning 
from cotton sheets taxed at over 4 cents a 
pound. You go into the bathroom and turn 
on an electric light, taxed at 3 per cent of 
your bill. You brush your teeth with a 
dentrifice taxed-at 5 per cent. The soap you 
use had a 5 per cent tax on it. 

When you sit down to breakfast, there is a 
card on your plate printed in invisible ink 
which you cannot read, which says: “Cover 
charge payable to government—25 per cent 
of the cost of all food on this table.” Your 
ham is taxed over $2 per hundredweight. The 
toast carries 53 separate taxes. 

When you light a cigarette, you are taxed 
nearly 100 per cent. You paid 13 cents for 
the package, but you didn’t notice the little 
stamp on the top, which, had your curiosity 
been great enough, would have disclosed to 
you that Uncle Sam collected 6 cents in tax. 

The flivver you drive to the office carries 
a 3 per cent sales tax. Your tires are taxed 
2% cents per pound, the inner tubes 4 cents 
a pound, and when you fill your tank with 
gas, you pay more in taxes on the gas than 
ite wholesale price. 

You may say, Well, what difference does 


it make how I pay it, as long as I pay it? It 
makes a great difference. Direct taxes re- 
sult in greater interest in the cost of gov- 
ernment. As an example, permit me to call 
to your attention the situation here follow- 
ing the World War. It is unquestionably 
true that because the major part of the Gov- 
ernment’s income was derived from direct 
taxation, causing greater interest in govern- 
mental expenditures, the post-war retrench- 
ments and economies were affected in Wash- 
ington. 
> * > 

Until 1932, the income tax provided 53 per 
cent of the Government's income, but then 
an astonishing decline took place, and now 
we find that less than one-third of its reve- 
nue is derived from that source. As we bor- 
row 49 per cent of our expenditures and 
raise 44 per cent by hidden taxes, we find 
the personal income tax pays only 7 per cent 
of the Government’s spending. 

In England, when the taxpayer who earns 
$50 per week pays $157 of his earnings to 
the Government, his mind’s eye traces a 
straight line from his $157 contribution to 
the Government’s spending. As a result, En- 
gland has been able to resist, far more suc- 
cessfully than we, the demands of special 
groups for special subsidies. 

One of the most urgent needs in our na- 
tional life today is tax-consciousness on the 
part of our people. It is true that the ad- 
versity of the last few years has turned the 
attention of some of the people toward the 
cost of government. But, strange as it may 
seem, the great masses of our people show a 
marked indifference toward the cost of gov- 
ernment or how the bills are to be paid.

As a result, one group after another. with- 
out regard for costs, and often spurred on 
by Utopian money schemes that lead them to 
believe that their demands won't cost any- 
one anything, has lined up at the door of 
the United States Treasury for one kind of 
subsidy or another. 

The popular impression seems to be that 
Uncle Sam, in order to obt®in these mil- 
lions and billions, has merely to rub some 
sort of an Aladdin's lamp. Ah, but there's 
the rub. There comes a day of reckoning. 

For every dollar spent or handed out, a 
dollar must be collected in taxes, and with 
interest. We may do tricks with our cur- 
rency or we may juggle our books, but we 
can't stop the inevitable; we've got to pay 
the bills sooner or later. Uncle Sam will stop 
being a wet nurse only when the masses of 
our people realize this, 

The dawn of tax-consciousness in this na- 
tion will arrive only when we have had the 
courage to discard those taxes, narcotic in 
their nature, which, while sapping our vital- 
ity, leave us blissfully ignorant of their dam- 
age, and substitute therefore necessary di- 
rect taxes, which we can see and feel.

Daughter of Late Adolphus 
Busch Succumbs at 61 
After Week’s Illness. 


Mrs. Anna Louise Faust, wife of 
Edward A. Faust, and daughter of 
the late Adolphus Busch, died of 


pneumonia at 6 a. m. today in Jew- 


ish Hospital after a weeks’ acute 
iliness. She was 61 years old. 

Mrs. Faust had been in poor 
health for several months at her 
home, 1 Portland place, before be- 
ing taken to the hospital. 

She is survived by her husband, 
chairman of the Municipal Art 
Commission and vice-president of 
the Art Museum Board; a son, Lei- 
cester Busch Faust and a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mahlon B. Wallace Jr., 
formerly Miss Audrey Faust, as 
well as three sisters. Thes. are Mrs. 
Edmee Greenough cf New York, 
Mrs. Paul von Gontard of Berlin 
and Mrs. Carl Borchard of Mu- 
nich, Her brother, August A..Busch, 
head of the Anheuser-Busch brew- 
ery, died in 1934.

Missouri Pacific, Rock Island and 
Others Sue for Injunction 
a in Federal Court. 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
the Rock Island and three other 
railroads appealed to the Federal 
Court today for an injunction to 
make ineffective an order of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
requiring them to establish joint 
through rates with a small Texas 
railroad on interstate shipments of 
cottonseed and its products. 

The commission's order was de- 
scribed as a measure for the relief 
of the Texas roadil, the Quanah, 
Acme & Pacific, enabling it to share 
in traffic which did not originate 
o nits line and was not destined for 
any point of its line. 

In iilustration of how the order 
would work, the petition cited a 
shipment originating in. Helena, 


Ark., on the Missouri Pacific, des- 
tined to Pueblo, Colo. The ship- 
ment might go all the way on the 
Missourt Pacific, a distance of 1097 
miles. But if it were routed over 
the Quanah, the Missouri Pacific 
would get only 50 miles of the busi- 
ness and the uQanah only 110. The 
distance would be longer than if 
the shipment traveled directly over 
the Missouri Pacific, and two rail- 
roads, in addition to the Missouri 
Pacific and the Quanah, would 
share in the business. 

Joining the Missouri Pacific and 
the Rock Island in the petition 
were the Texas & Pacific, the Tex- 
as & New Orleans and the Panhan- 
die & Santa Fe railroads.

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BOMB INQUIRY CENTERS 
ON SUIGIDE OF WUNER 


Man Blew Self to Bits After 
Dynamite in Packages 
Killed Three. 


By the Associated Press. 
WILKES-BARRE, Pa., April 16.— 
Federal and State authorities are 


investigating the suicide of a miner, 
who blew himself to bits with dyna- 
mite in a coal mine last night. For 
a week they have been searching 
for the person or persons who 
mailed ‘six bombs, disguised as 
Easter gifts, from a mid-city post 
box last Thursday night. The in- 
vestigators believe the suicide may 
have some connection with their 
search. 

The miner, identified as Anthony 
Denovige, killed himself in the But- 
tonwood colliery of the Glen Alden 
Coal Company, around which the 
investigation has centered. 

Thomas Maloney Sr., former head 
of the now virtually defunct United 
Anthracite Miners, long a rival 
union to the United Mine Workers. 
was fatally injured by the same 
bomb which took the life of his 
four-year-old son, Thomas Jr., and 
injured his daughter. Another 
killed 70-year-old Michael Gallagher, 
a church sexton. Four of the bombs 
were intercepted. 

Secrecy surrounded the investiga- 
tion of the suicide. It was known 
however, that the dynamite found 
in the bombs, constructed in cigar 


boxes and wrapped as gifts, is simi- 
lar to that used at the Buttonwood 
colliery and other nearby work- 


ings. 

It was also known that the bomb 
packages were marked with the 
word “sample” and with the symbol 
“H-14-WB.” This latter, authori- 
ties reported, corresponded to the 
term by which a section of the mine 
workings is known.

It is because of adult fear and) 
adult convenience that boys and 
girls are usually not allowed to 
take their school recreation togeth- 
er, Harry D. Edgren of George 
Williams College, Ch:cago, declared 
in a sectional meeting today. 

The four-day convention began 
last night at the Municipal Audi- 
torium. Edgren, speaking this 
morning on “Social Implications of 
Recreation,” asked, “Do we pro- 
vide both the time and the proper 
activities wherein there is an op- 
portunity for the development of 
friendship between boys and girls? 
I doubt if this latter goal has con- 
cerned us -much thus far. 

“We do grant boys and girls a 
dance perhaps once a month, and 
then we wonder why they move 
about the floor as ‘isolated anatom- 
ic parts moving through space, see- 
ing no one and not giving a 
damn,’” he continued. 


Adequate Program Needed. 

In describing the characteristics 
of an adequate program of group 
recreation from the standpoint of 
its social possibilities, Edgren said 
the participants must be permitted 
to develop a real sense of belong- 
ing to the group. 

“If we were really concerned at 
this point we might be more lib- 
eral in the admittance of members 
to certain groups,” he said. “May- 
be the most talented or beautiful 
girl would not always be chosen to 
take the leading parts, or the child 
who wahts to share with others in 
music might be given a chance in 
the school orchestra even if his 
rhythm were not all it should be. 

“Perhaps if we try we can find 
other ways of providing for the joy 
of combat and the thrill of rivalry 
than through constant competition. 
Rather paradoxical, isn’t it, that 
while striving for a co-operative so- 
ciety we use competition as our 
main too) of recreation.”

Youth. Administration, speaking

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Emil 
Rieve, president of the Hosiery

Labor subcommittee today his union 
was loaded with labor spies. 

Reports on ‘every local meeting, 
Rieve said, went to the employes 
through private detective agencies. 

Asked by Senator La Follette 
(Progressive), Wisconsin, how he 
knew this, Rieve replied the union 
had been forced to “fight fire with 
fire,” to hire spies of its own to spy 
on the spies. 

John Edelman, the union’s. re- 
search director, said he had en- 
countered labor espionage through- 
out his career with the union, since 
1926. Private detective agencies, he 
said, had been used against the 
union in Berks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, for many years. Edelman 
testified the Reading (Pa.) repre- 
sentative for the Railway Audit 
& Inspection Co. (described as a 
strikebreaking agency in previous 
testimony) was Henry C. Cummings 
when he first went to Reading. 
Edelman told the committee Cum- 
mings still was active in _  anti- 
union work, although he had left 
the Railway Audit & Inspection Co, 

The witness concluded his testi- 
mony by saying “two carloads of 
thugs” were following each deliv- 
ery truck of the John Wanamaker 
department store in Philadelphia 
this week to “protect” deliveries as 
a result of a strike. Many of these 
guards had criminal records, he 
said. 

William Schetzlein, Philadelphia, 
testified he had been hired to spy 
on unions in Minneapolis, Pater- 
son, N. J., Philadelphia and Read- 
ing. His main job in Minneapolis, 
he said, was to try to convince the 
knitters there they were being paid 
as much as Philadelphia knitters.

James J, Barbour, counsel for 
MacVeagh, whose wealth once was 
estimated at $3,000,000, but who says 
he no longer can finance Miss Ha- 
gens art studies, contended his 
client never had any intention to 
marry Miss Hagen. He produced 
letters written over a 20-year period 
to support the contention. This was 
called a “smoke screen to hide the 
real purpose of the contract” in a 
reply brief filed by Miss Hagen’s 
attorney, It added, “the object was 
to preclude a suit against the de- 
fendant based on his breach of 
promise to marry.” The contract 
was executed Jan. 18, 1930, a few 
days after MacVeagh married Miss 
Zelle Barthelmy, daughter of the 
former French Consul-General here. 

MacVeagh, son of a pioneer Chi- 
cago wholesale grocer who was 
Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Taft, now is in Washing- 
tom as an official of the Federal 
Housing Administration.

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SENATE CUTS FUND DESPITE 


PLEA OF 3. EDGAR HOOVER 


He Predicts “Wave of 
Will Follow Failure to Grant 
Increase He Seeks. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—J. Ed- 
gar Hoover’s assertion that with- 
drawal of Federal crime-fighting 
funds would bring “a wave of kid- 
naping” failed to convince the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee that 
his bureau should have all the 
money he asked. The committee 
disclosed today it had cut $225,000 
from an appropriation of $6,025,000 
sought by Hoover and approved by 
the House to finance the Justice 
Department’s investigators in the 
1937 financial year. The appropri- 
ation for the present year was $5,- 
000,000. : 

Hoover asked the $1,025,000 in- 
personnel to handle a _ large in- 
crease in criminal identification 
work, and provide more field 
agents. He told the committee 
there were 13,755 cases of all kinds 
pending in the field and the bureau 
had been “unable to reach for in- 
vestigation” 6790 of them. He said 
62 kidnaping cases had been solved 
since Congress passed legislation in 
June, 1932, and that only three re- 
mained to be cleaned up. 


GRAND JURY DOES NOT INDICT 
WENDEL IN LINDBERGH CASE 


He Is Not Released, However, Be- 
cause Warrant Mrs. Hauptmann 
Swore Out Is Still Pending. 
TRENTON, N. J., April 16.—The 
last attempt of Mrs. Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann to halt the electrocution 
of her husband delayed today the 
release of Paul H. Wendel despite 
the failure of the Mercer County 
grand jury to indict him for impli- 
cation in the Lindbergh kidnaping 

murder. 

Wendel was held in jail here be- 
cause a murder warrant sworn out 
by Mrs. Anna Hauptmann in Hun- 
terdon County the day Bruno 
Hauptmann died in the electric 
chair still was pending. 

The jury voted “no bill” without 
dissent last night, and recessed, 
leaving little likelihood of further 
investigation of Wendel or collateral 
phases of his case. 

The no-bill will be presented to 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas W. 
Trenchard, presiding jurist of the 
county and the Judge who sat at 
Hauptmann’s trial, on April 28.

St. Louis Germans Still Keep Up 
The Saengerbund Traditions of 
Good Music, Food and Drink

tered with dark oaken beams, 

the walls decorated with litho- 
graphs redolent of robustious eating 
and mild drinking—mild as to po- 
tency, not as to quantity—and 
many framed photographs of con- 
vivial groups gathered at outdoor 
and indoor sports. A long refectory 
table spread with plates of bock- 
wurst and rye bread sandwiches, 
sauerbraten, pickles, limburger 
cheese—mere appetizers of a feast 
yet to come—is set against wall 
benches in which sit men convers- 
ing in German as readily as En- 
glish. Occasionally the clank of a 
stein on the bare boards is a sig- 
nal for the venerable waiter to sub- 
stitute a brimming fresh mug of 
beer. 

In one corner at a round table 
a pinuchle game is in progress. 
In another corner a grand piano is 
open ready to sound the key note of 
a@ song. 

The time is about 4 o’clock on a 
Tuesday afternoon. Newer arriv- 
als join the earlier groups until 
about 60 men have gathered. Greet- 
ings are exchanged. “How’s Fritz?” 
“How’s Louie?” “How’s Wilhelm?” 
A new round of drinks is ordered. 

They are mostly middle-aged men 
or older, all wholesome, rotund, 
well-fed looking, as they should be 
since they are men who bake or 
direct the baking of our bread. 
They are master bakers and this 
is the weekly meeting of the 
Baeckermeister Gesangver ein. 
Presently Karl Kasper, the direc- 
tor, taps the piano with his baton, 
sounds a chord, and the company 
gathers round and bursts into 
sonorous song. They sing and they 
sing, first the Welcome Song in 
respect to a female intruder in their 
unaccustomed midst. Shyly they 
glance over their shoulders to see 
how she is taking it. Then the 
May Song, then Das Deutsche Lied, 
then The Jolly Blacksmith. They 
sing lustily, heartily, _plaintively, 
sweetly. They sing well for there 
are some fine voices amongst them 
—and earnestly in response to the 
direction of their leader who dram- 
atizes feelingly with gesture and 
facial expression each movement 
and measure. 

They are singing with special 
purpose this afternoon for they are 
rehearsing the part they are to 
play in the fortieth, anniversary of 
the Vereinigte Saenger of St. Louis 
in which 11 German male choruses 
will take part at the German House 
Saturday night.

reach. When, at last, the singers, 
through their exertions, have 
worked up an appetite worthy of 
the real feast that now burdens

T is a scene familiar enough in 

South St. Louis. A scene which 

hasn’t changed much since away 
back when the first German emi- 
grants arrived here a hundred 
years or so ago, bringing their na- 
tive love of music and some accom- 
plished musicians with them and 
beginning at once to organize sing- 
ing societies. In 1840 the first 
German men’s singing society of 
historical record met at the Kos- 
suth House, Second and Locust 
streets. That was the St. Louis 
Saengerbund. Others still in ex- 
istence and thriving are aimost 
as venerable. The Rheinischer 
Frohsinn dates back to 1850.. The 
Leiderkranz Club and the Chouteau 
Valley Maennerchor are each 75 
years old and this one of the 
Baeckermeisters is 63 years old, 

There are now altogether 14 of 
these singing societies here, which, 
including the Damenchors or wom- 
en’s choruses, number .1500 voices. 
When all the local singing socie- 
ties, including those of other na- 
tional groups and glee clubs in the 
schools, get together in one grand 
saengerfest, a choir of 5000 has ap- 
peared on one stage. 

Wars have come to dampen the 
spirits of the singers at times. 
There have been years when they 
haven't cared to sing. But now, 
with the building of the German 
House, a fine big club house on 
Lafayette avenue, devoted to all the 
many forms of indoor recreation 
dear to the German heart, there 
has been a revival of interest in 
mass singing and singing societies 
are flourishing as never before. 

They grow but they do not out- 
grow the traditions in which orig- 
inally they were nurtured. It is 
their changelessness which makes 
them remarkable in a changeful 
world. Elsewhere the German or

HE pituitary gland comes in 

for most attention in discussions 

of this subject. Napoleon's ca- 
reer can be described on a basis of 
a pituitocentric individuality. The 
fact that he was sub-average in 
height, with a large jaw, small 
plump hands, and mental irritabil- 
ity, are adduced as proof of this 
condition. When he was . young 
with all of his endocrine glands 
functioning vigorously — pituitary, 
adrenal and thyroid—he achieved 
brilliant successes. When his pit- 
uitary began to fail, as was evie 
denced by his increasing stoutness, 
he began to make the mistakes ig 
judgment which marked the Rus 
sian campaign, and the _ rash, 
grandiose, headlong recklessness of 
the war against the allied Powers 
and the return from Elba. 

This description, as given in Dr, 
Louis Berman’s book, “The Glands 
Regulating Personality,” is followed 
by his description of Florence 
Nightingale’s demoniac energy as 
evidence of a thyroid personality, 
and Frederick Nietzsche as one 
with deficient adrenals. 

Such speculations are undoubted- 
ly interesting, although it would be 
going beyond the facts to suppose 
that we can remake the world by 
changing the endocrine reactions of 
our great men. It is when the 
glands begin to fail that character 
istic changes in the personality oe 
cur.
